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Weed Control Project 
For Silver Lake?

Commissioner King of the DPW 
will probably choose not to follow 
the old method of clearing weeds 
from Silver Lake - even ff it was 
successful, 

75 years ago, when the Boston 


Ice Company had 17 ice houses 
where the Town Beach and the 
Mildred Rogers School is now, a 
hay cutter was sent into the lake 
each fall, early in the season, to 
cut weeds, much in the same man- 
her as grass was cut for hay. Two 
horses would pull the rig back and 
forth, from what is now the Town 
Beach to Melzar’s, 

Next day employees of the Ice 
Company, in boats, would rake up 
the cut weeds, and dispose ofthem 
on shore, 

The idea was to have clean ice, 
in the winter, The ice was shipped 
to Boston, daily, during the fol- 
lowing summer months, for sale 
to householders, 


Nature’s Ways

Dragonfly nymphs are trascible 
big bugs that prow! along pond bot- 
toms in New England snapping up 
almost any live flesh from mos- 
quito larvae to small minnows, 

Dragonfly numphs not only have 
an insatiable appetite for mosquito 
wrigglers, but also have an ingen- 
fous meat trap for taking them, 
They have an unique structure, 
known as a labium, which amouts 
to a lower jaw that can be jutted 
forward half the body length and 
snapped on a victim, The lablum 
can be flicked out and back as fast 
as the lightning action of a toad’s 
long tongue, 

When viewing a dragonfly numph 
in an aquarium, one must watch 
closely to catch the labium action, 
For it is so fast that mowquito 
wrigglers seem to be vanishing 
mysteriously, especially since 
there appears to be no body con- 
tact between the nymph and the 
wriggler, 

After a couple of years as an 
underwater insect - often eating 
mosquito wrigglers at the rate of 
20 per minute - the nymph crawls 
out of the water and transforms 
into a dragonfly - sometimes known 
as the devil’s darning needle, or 
the mosquito hawk, 

In adult form the dragonfly. be- 
comes one of the fastest creatures 
on wings, They can fly backward, 
up, down, or forward at unbeliev- 
able speeds, Indeed, dragonflies 
not only are among the most diffi- 
cult insects to net, but also are so 
adept at flying that they often out- 
maneuver such aerial experts as 
the swallows that sometimes pur- 
sue them, 

Adult dragonflies make a spec- 
lalty of scooping up smaller fly- 
ing insects and eating them, Since 
they spend most of their time near 
ponds, mosquitoes are a favorite 
prey. The adults fold their six 


legs into what amounts to a mos- 
quito net and strain mosquitoes 
Adult dragonflies 


from the air, 


that had more than 100 adult mos- 
quitoes in their mouths have been 


red, 

If the information so far makes 
dragonflies, both as anymph andas 
an adult, seem a terror to mos- 
quitoes - well, that’s exactly what 
they are. So much so, that a few 
biological supply houses in the 
South have been peddling dragon- 
fly nymphs at $18 per hundred as 
mosquito controllers, 

Several New England neighbor- 
hood improvement societies - es- 
pecially in Maine - have been 
buying the little beasts and tossing 
them into local ponds, The search 
for some control other than DDT 
for mosquitoes has great merit, 
especially since DDT is as deadly 
to beneficial insects such as dra~ 
gonflies as it is to mosquitoes, 

‘The importation plan has $efious 
flaws, however, As any ecologist 
could’ advise, the purchase of dra- 
gonfly numphs 1s a waste of money. 
Any pond that can support dragon- 
files already has as many asitcan 
support, 

‘There are 412 species of dragon- 
files in North America and an 
individual female of some species 
lays up to 100,000 eggs, While 
perhaps only two or three new 
dragonflies will result from sucha 
tremendous clutch of eggs, the 
fact that the remainder of the eggs 
and young dragonflies never reach 
the surface indicates that a sur- 
plus already exists, 

In other words, dragonfly nymphs 
at 18 cents each are rather expen- 
sive tidbits of fish food - or even 
dragonfly food, since the larger 
nymphs have no hesitancy about 
at org up younger cousins, 

What dragonflies need is not

Annoyance Telephone Calls

The trap circuit prints out 4card

The pen register can be attached 
to a suspect’s telephone and every 
time he calls, it records the num- 
ber dialed in addition to the time 
and date of the call, 

Also in used is a line identifi- 
cation device which locks in the 
caller’s line until the number can 
be identified, 

Flynn says the type of tracing 
equipment used depends upon the 
type of equipment in the central 
telephone office of a particular 
area, 

It ts estimated that as many as 
one third of obscene or weird calls 
are made by people who are men- 
tally ill, Many are made by juve- 
niles who consider them a prank, 
Others result from business con- 
fiicts, marital discord and other 
types of emotional problems, 

But Flynn says that every kind 
of annoyance call - whether ob- 
scene, crank, weird or just annoy- 
ing - can be coped witn if the cus- 
tomer is willing, 

Here are several guidelines for 
customers in preventing or stopp- 
ing annoyance calls; 

Always use the telephone on your 
terms, Cranks who make annoy- 
ing calls want an audience, 

Know to whom you are talking, 
If you doubt your party’s identity, 
check ft, 

Demand names and numbers be- 
fore furnishing your own, Many 
persons have acquired steady nui- 
sance calls be identifying them- 
selves too quickly, 

If silence greets your second 


hello, hang up, 

Hang-up immediately after an 
indecent remark, 
That’s the key - hang up on an 


annoyance caller, Usually that’s 
the end of the problem,
